Professor Tburtell Tells Why the Franchise 


Should be Voted For at the Election 


Next Tuesday 


Editor Journal: 
I have seen very 


much interest in the letters concerning 
the street 
railroad 
franchise which 


have appeared in your paper during 
the last month. I. have read with care 
every letter both for and against the 
proposed street railroad franchise. 
I 


believe that we can dismiss as foolish 
and absurd, the charges of bad faith 
on the part of the promoters of this 
enterprise. 
It seems entirely incred- 


ible that men who make their homes 
among us could consent to promise to 
do that which they have no Intention 
of doing, and still hope to live in 
| 


community and enjoy the respect and 
esteem of the people of the commun- 
ity.It seems to me that this ciuestion 
should be considered entirely with ref- 
erence to the advantage or disadvan-s 
tage that it may be to the other citi- 
zens of the city. If it ,is going to re- 
sult in increasing the value of prop- 
erty or in making living in this city 
more pleasant and desirable, then 
it 


should receive the support of every 
man -who hopes to make his home here. 
If it is going, to result in serious in- 
jury or inconvenience to a large num- 
ber of the people, then it should re- 
ceive their unqualified disapproval at 
the election held next Tuesday. 


The building of the street railroad 


will, in the next three years, represent 
an investment of approximately ono 
hundred thousand dollars. It will add 
that much to the taxable property of 
the town. 
It will furnish permanent 


employment to a number of good men. 
It will furnish temporary employment 
during the period of its construction 
to a large number of people. It will 
furnish a convenient means of transit 
to and 
from East Reno, and 
g*ive 


this city an advantage which at this 
time it very much needs. 


Here at present, we 
have 
good 


schools, churches, lodges and places 
of amusement. These will be used as 
such by the cltisiens of East Reno if 
there is a convenient and cheap means 
of transportation between the 
two 


towns, otherwise East Reno will build 
its own schools and -churches, and es- 
tablish its own lodges. 


The people who work in the shops, 


even if their homes were in East Reno, 
would naturally trade here if there 
was a convenient 
and inexpensive 


method of travel, but if the street 
railroad Is not built, they will trade 
in Bast Reno. 
Stores, schools, lodges 


and churches will spring up to accom- 
modate the needs of the people of 
Bast Reno within 
their convenient 


reach. 
It is to our advantage to see 


that it is made convenient for the 
people who live- in East Reno to trade 
in this city. 


I cannot see where the building of 


the street railroad can by any possibi- 
lity be an injury to any person now 
doing business in this city, unless It 
be men-engaged in the hack and livery 
business, and even to their business, I 
do not believe ,it will be a serious or 
permanent injury. 
Even those per- 


sons . who are in favor of municipal 
ownership must admit that the city is 
now not in a position to build or equip 
a street railroad." 
It has been the 


history of street railroads nearly every 
where, that they do not pay in towns 
with a less population than from fif- 
teen to twenty thousand people. Nu- 
merous illustrations of this fact might 
be quoted. If the city is to operate a 
street railroad plant it must, for the 
present, do so at a loss. 
The men 


who are promoting this enterprise are 
taking- chances. It seems unlikely that 
they will be able to make anything- out 
of the investment within the.next ten 
years, unless the town improves far 
beyond the expectation of conserva- 
tive .people. Persons' willing, to make j 
this investment and ~ to take these 
chances, should be given reasonable 
encouragement, a fair chance ^ 


The objection that has bee~n made 


to the franchise covering so 
many 


streets, it seems to me is unreasonable. 
-We do not want a street railroad un- 
less it penetrates to nearly all parts 
of the town in such a manner as to 
form a convenient means of transpor- 
tation for all of the people. This fran- 
chise does not allow, this stret rail- 
road to do more than that, and it 
seems to me, the franchise deserves 
the support of every man who has the 
best interest of 
the community at 


heart.
